1 thank him for kindly yielding to me & por-
tion of his time.
On this most important question of silver
legisiation I am deénied recognition by the
spenker und refused the privilege of a hear-
ing by the gentleman on this side of the house
in churge of the hill JM!'. Conger!, for the
manifest veqason that 1 am opposed to the bill
in Its present form,

Mr, Bpeaker, I inye ulways boen o republi-
o, ¥ loynlty to the party has never been
guestioned. | stand ready to serve the party in
the future as in the pust, 1 recognize that my
porsonal views and I|ndl\‘i|luul oplnions, ns
rule, should conform to the judgment of those
who are regurded as party leaders and conn-
scllors, 1 cannot, however, blindly follow
even o majority of the pepublican members of
this house when I know, as I do in this caso,
the needs and demands of tho people, 1 pro
pose togovern my action accordingly, even
though my vote be recorded with the minor-
ity. This I do under the fivm conviction thit
he who most nearly represents the people
Herves his purty best,

On neurly evory question during the pre-
sent session my vote has been recorded on
the side of the majority. 1 hope after dis-
pusing of tho present hill it may be so re-
corded nutil the close of the present congress,
But | wish to say right here and now, speak-
ing only for myself, but at the sume time giv-

ni expression to oft-repented utterances  of

moembers about me, thut if the speaker ond
tho so.enlled leadors on this side of the house
expoect the rank and file to do their bidding
without refercnce to what is right, or reason-
able, or fair, they will wake upsome fine
morning to find themselves very much mis-
taken.  [Applause. |

I most earmestly  supported the speaker in
his ominently correct ruling that members
actually  present and pluinly o bo seen in
their seats should be  counted as presont. 1t
may have been ugainst former precedents  to
so decide, but such decision was in aceord
with commoen sense and in harmony with the
constitution.  To huve decided otherwise
wotild be to make absurd and ridiculous the
power given to the minority to rrurhlu'l the at-
tendunce of absent members,  There has
beert  mueh bitter dnvective, us I consider
withont cause or foundation, hurled ngainst
tho speaker by rmson of  this and other do-
cisions.  When it s manifest that gentlemen
on the othor side of this nouse are endesvor
ing 1o prevent logislation by the disreputable

this country who demand that this should be

1£ it is the wish of the mnjority of the mom-
bers of this house to puss o bill in favor of tho
free and unlimited eolnoge of silver it is us
reprehensible on the part of a minority, even
though entirely composad of reépublicans, to
prevent such netion by the enforcement of a
i rule gs it would be for demoerats, in pur-
suanve of a flibustering conspirey, to thwart
legislation desived by republicans, e stiould
have an honest sud fair expression of thewill
of the people as represontod by o majority ot
the members of tis house,

I vecoguize that it 18 impossible for each
member to engeaft on every bill his individ-
usl opinion; I also vecognize that it is fre-
quently necessury to make coneessions in or-
dm' to secure desived logislotion.  For one,
I nve been disposed to meet the gentlemen
on this side of the house in thut spivit. 1 re-
grot ns much as any republican can, that we
were unable in caucus to hgree upon a bill
that every member on this sidy of tue house
could support,  While a considerable number
like myself were in favor of free coinage of
silver, we stook veady to compromise on o
messture that would eliminate from the pros-
ent bill its bulllon redemption proviso, which
degrmdes and continues to demonetize silver
uand mnkes mere warchonse receipts out of
~the treasury notes authovized to be issued. It
Iduked ut one thne us though this might be
done,

I donot propose to give away any of the
secrets of the caucus: I donot propose to
tell wny tales out of schopl; 1 only repeat
whint his been o matter of peneral publica-
tion I the public press, when 1 osay that o
number of amendments, one of which elim-
fuated trom this DU jts objoctionable clabse,
were offored by the gontloman from Obijo
[Mr. MeKinloy |, and probably would hove
been accepred us satisfactory to all the mem=
bers on this sido of the house, but for ob-
jeotions amil protests of the spealior,

1 would have been vary gliad to inve seen o
silver bill utroduced and put through this
house purely os o republican measure, This
might live beon done had gentlemen on this
sivdo of the house hecded the timely sugpos-
tions of the distinguished und able gentleman
from Ohlo (M, MelKinley), and accepted the
amendments which he proposged in s spivit of
compromise.  While in favor of the free nnd
nolimited coinsge of silver, 1, with other
members of shodlor views would have been
willing to aecept this bill with the amend.
mends  proposed, believing that time would
justify our belief thut with the brand of
demonetization removed the price of bullion
would soon tedch &1 for 871,25 grains of pure
silvor, and result practically in free sud un.

Atthe thveshold of its  consideravion we
are confronted with o condition of affairs
which, if not aluvming, Is seviows and deplop

Thi musses nre becoming wore and more dis-
satisfil. The people are becoming weary
undey the bupdens that oppress them,  Every
trado and oscupation exhibits symptoms of
distrust and unrest, The furmer is unable to
realizo from his crops the cost of production
and transportation,  The wage-worker inds
himself either without ewployment or coin-
wiled to work for insufclent wages. The

It cannot be denled that the limited supply of
the clrculating medium and the single gold
standand has brought ubout this resalr,

Silver ns well as gold, from time lmme-
motinl hes baen regarded a8 o money matal,
It Is revopnizaed as such by the constitution,
which declares that congress shall hive Lthe
power “to coin money and regulate the value
thereof,' and thit *'uo state shell * < °
mike anything but gold and sllver coin n
tendor in puyment of debts.” The aect of
1570 demonetizing sllver was nothing short of
a national erime. The only excuse for iis
pssage wiis that its purpose and effect Wwis
not apprecinted or um’-rrﬂ-md.

It hos Beon stated by one who wias o mems
ber of congress ot the time this act was
pasand that with searcoly an oxception the
moen who voted for it had since declared thoir
utter ignorance of ita effoct, end that the
president who approved the wot had subse-
quently expressed his desire to aguin see sil-
voer restored ds o money metal, baving been
unconsgcious at the time ho approved the act
thut he wos signing o decros for silver de-
monetization. Had it been made manifest
that the purpose of the act wias Lo establish
gold as the single standard of value, it is fair
to presume it never would have passed or
becn npproved by the president. There was
no sufcient reason for this uct of demonetiza-
tion, By its pussige i great wrong has been
done the deblor cluss, not only those who were
indebted as individuals, but those who must
contribute to nutional, state and municipal in-
dobtedness,  In the suppression of the rebel.
lion the government contracted an enormous
tebt which was meastured by the siiver unit
of 412t¢ grains of standard silver, The act of
1878 demonetizing stiver added Lo this enor-
mois burden of debt under which the people
were stuggering by changing the unit under
which it was to be paid from a silver unit to
n grald unit, therchy making government
bonds payable necording to the single stand-
and of gold, which had been greatly enhaneed
by the striking down of silver us o -money
metal,

What is true of government indebtedness
Is also true nnd In o more oppressive deprve
to state, connty, municipal, sad individual in-
debtedness, It does scem to me we havo
reached the time whon the ery of tho dis-
tresand debtor should be heeded, It ought
not to be the sole purpose of congress to legis-
Late in the interest of the creditor clnss,

The capitalists and the “gcld bugs™ for
once in the history of the legislition of thils
country should be roquired to tike o back
seat, und the power of Wall styeet should be
defied.

My time now having expired 1 wish moerely
to declare my position with regiod to the
present bitl, 10w vote ean be had on amend-
ments offered in good fuith fop the purpose of
climinating from tne bill its objectionibile
features, 1 'will support it even though such
amendments be voted dowwn,  This 1 will do
on the theary that silver logisintion is needed
and desired, and thot it the amendments pro-
posed nve not favored vy s majority of the
members of this house, the minovity should
accopt the LIl in its present form, a4 being
the pest megsure that can be passed, I how-
ever, the speaker arbiteavily refuscs to allow
the considerntien of suech amendments or
motions to recomunit, Twillmost emphatically

What the Heads of Leading Pducational In-
stitutions Say.

TRAINED BRAINS * FOR  BUSINESS,

Ordinary Trades and Large Enter-
prises—Prosident Andrews Holds
Liberal Views—8hall Pecuniary
Returns Only be Considered?

The practical guestion swhether a colloge
educition i3 sdvantageous to n busihess man
is one of especial juterest at thls time when
s0 many young mon in all parts of the coun-
try are elther preparing to enter college or
are leaving the universities for the business
life.

From time to time the views of business
mén on this topic have been expressed in
essays and in speeches but the views of the
best educated men of the sountry themselves,
the leaders of the college side, huve not been
put forward. The following articles supply
that want, and it is interesting to note that
the representative college prosidents dIrcuss
the guestion on o broad rather thian o parti-
san basls, Tho references made by President
Andrews of Brown and President Carter of
Williams to Mp, Joseph Wharton's viows
apply to his rocent address at the Wharton
schiool of Anance in Philadelphia when he as-
sorted that “a very small proportion of the
suecessful business men of this countey hive
been college praduates and a very small pro-
portion of the college griduntes gre snecess-
ful business men,® and when he advocated an
“ovolution of our college systeém.”’

THE PHESIDEST OF HARYARD COLLEGE.

No education can supply n youth with naf-
wral shrewilness and good judgment, but col-
lege  education makes of w youth  who
possesses those nutural faculties o muoeh
more effective man of business than he would
Le without that education.

I am not sure that thovough mental train-
e belps o man 0 buy sod gell profitably i
ordinary teade; but it is clear that in every
husiness which is conducted on o largo seinlo
and therefore demands administrative power,
the college-bred men have o grent advartaee.
They get o large share of the hiphest posi-
thons in manufacturiogr, mining, vailvronditg,
insuring and baoking all over the countey.

intending a business life.  Not all men are to
be busluess men in the navrow acceptition of
thot term, and it is greatdy anore loportant
thoroughly to cducate men than to edueate
mere business mea, Mr. Wharton also, 1
should think, loses sight of the change which
i« vapidly taking place in college methods.
We seonre nowadayvs in college work an orig
inulity, a power of application, s {irsi hind
griasp upon  knowicd of whivhy 1 pre-
same, he has little ddea, Thes teaits und
others which eould be paned are, so fure s
they go, indispensnble gualiteations for a
business life

On the other hand, those who might fool like
onposing M. Wharton would do woll to roe-
momboroneor two fuets. Who can deny thatoa
vist den!  of pedantry. superficialty  and
narrowness have hitherto chiretorized  col-
legate education ! It has been in many  re-
spets  needlessly unpractical aud dry, as
wiell as stupidly eonservative.  These qunll-
ties we are huving the good fortune rapidly
to luy ushde,  The veform iy destined to be a
sweeping one. It will extend not only to the
methods but to the matvter of education. We
shull Hind thut without swoerving
atall from the centeal purpese of building
theough eduecation the noblest manhood, it is
still possible to Introduce move than hos
hitherto been done subjects of @ practical
niture.

Let business men become  actually  ae-
quainted with college worlk and let collige
mien tinke their oriticising into kindly consid-
eration.  We shall sooner or lator sce eye to
ey, I5, BuNg, ANDREWS.

Wharton nnswers positively in then |
huppen o know severnl college graduates oo-
cupying the forcmost places in business con-
eorns, and could mention one in Philadelphin
about forty-gve yedrs of age who has for
several yoars mianpgoed admirably a business
ront in all sonses. This would seem to prove
thaut tho college course may be not i hindrvaneo
but n possible afd towwrd asuccessful business
career,

It woulil be possibles, doubtless, to show a
lurge number of colloge graduites who on
lenving college Sseemed  unpractical and help-
less,  Very likely some of them were very
good scholars in college.  But it does not fol-
low that, I they had pursued o courdn of
stidy, the best ndnrt»-ll o prepare for busi-
ness that suecessful  business men could pre-
sopibe, they would not on 1ts completion have
Licen |-1||1.|Ii_\' helpless.  The helplessuess may
b in the composition of the man, Certiinly
some  Knowledge of history and  economy,
some strengthoning of the logicul powers by
algebry, geometry and other muatehmuties, o
large knowledge of moderan langunges (0 we
Include Buglish in that teem), nbove all that
traluing of the judgment which the transio-
tiop of Latin  gives  whoen  mastered
by vonrs of stidy, some knowledge of the
world inwhich we live, its ohtmistey, phys-
ies and triology, and some undesstunding of
mind, its powers pnd processes, and cspecial-
Iy of ethivs caunol be unsuccessful, All these
faotors may be more helpful to the mian who
is to have larvge control than to subordinates,
All cannot be at the head.

But I doubt whether for thoss who muke
the most of Yhee collego conrse mmd have lateat
talent for business this browd, liberallziuge
teaining will not help more to eminence in
business than speclal lpes of preparation
Even the Greek hos pot beon lost in some of
the best business men whom U inow,
